London, May 15. — A Pretoria dispatch 
to the Times dwells upon the serious 
spread of the rinderpest in South Africa. 
An outbreak of the disease at Sarri- 
sniith in the Orange Free State has led 
the govern men t to proclaim a prohibi- 
tion of the entry of cattle into Natal, 
while tbi! Transvaal has forbidden the 
removal of any cattle for a month. 

The Times has a dispatch from Cape- 
town which reports that it is announced 
from TJmtali that the Portuguese are 
lending the Chartered South Africa 
Company rifles and ammunition, and till 
possible aid, for the suppression of the 
Matabele revolt. The Times also has a 
dispatch from Buluwayo which says: 
"A message to-day states that the Hope 
Fountain mission, including Carnegie's 
house, has been burned." 

A Capetown despatch to the Times 
dives the text of a long despatch from 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain to Gov- 
ernor Sir Hercules Robinson, w hich is 
in reply to President Kruger's eamplaint 
addressed to Governor Robinson as to 
the attitude of the British government 
towards Cecil Rhodes and the Chartered 
South Africa Company. Mr. Chamber- 
lain in his despatch deprecates the 
hasty and immature judgment founded 
upon abbreviated reports of a par- 
liamentary debate. He repudiates on 
behalf of the government any sympathy 
with Cecil Rhodes, or with others who 
may hereafter be proved to have been 
connected with the Jameson raid. He 
repeats his promise of a searching par- 
liamentary inquiry, which shall include 
in its scope the whole of the administra- 
tion of Rhodesia. Until then, he says, 
the government cannot be expected to 
pronounce a decision upon the Charter- 
ed Company's future. 

The Colonial Secretary also expresses 
confidence that President Kruger's 
clemency to the reform prisoners will 
not he influenced by the raid in deciding 
•what is right to be done in the general 
interest of South Africa with the Pre- 
toria prisoners. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Standard 
says: "TheNeuste Nachrichten reports 
that President Kruger has telegraphed 
to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain that 
the commuted sentences of the reform 
prisoners will not he decided until Cecil 
Rhodes leaves Africa." 

The Times Rio Janeiro despatch says: 
" The President's message at the opening 
of congress supports the idea of a con- 
gress of American republics. Italso ad- 
vocates an increase in the nt::vy when 
the finances will permit. The President 
favors the revision of the tariff in the in- 
terests of the revenue, and the with- 
drawal of paper money." 

The British" steamer Woolwich, Capt. 
Raeburn, from New York for Jeddah, 
Arabia, which went ashore on Shak El 
Kebeer reefs, has been pulled afloat by 
tugs after being lightened to the amount 
of 300 tons. The steamer has a Blight leak 
in her fore tank. 

The correspondent of the Standard 
from Madrid says: " Gloomy impres- 
sions reign in Havana as to the pros- 
pects for military operations and rein- 
forcements of twenty battalions are 
deemed indispensable, because the 
local volunteers do not re- 
spond to the call to arms. 
With the coming of the rainy season 
several filibuster expeditions have land- 
ed war materials on various parts of the 
island lately. The insurgents are cred- 
ited with the intention of renewed ac- 
tivity during the approaching unhealthy 
season, when Europeans cannot move 
easily on account of the tropical rains. 

A dispatch from the Daily News from 
Berlin says the Constantinople corres- 
pondent of the Vossische Zeitung re- 
ports the Sultan'd feats of assassination 
have led to wholesale arrests of Armen- 
ians, who are barbarously tortured to 
force confessions from them. 

The crown counsel at Cairo has sub- 
mitted his conclusions in the action 
brought against the commissioners of 
the Egyptian debt to the tribunal, to 
the ell'ect that the commissioners have 
power to dispose of the reserve fund for 
unforeseen state expenses, and that the 
majority of the commissioners only is 
necessary for such action. Judgment 
will be pronounced June 1. 

The Abyssinans have, liberated the 
Italians who were made prisoners at 
Adowa, and it is said that Ras Man- 
gasola will liberate the balance within a 
week. 

Anti-missionary riots broke out at 
Kiangsin, China, yesterday. The Brit- 
ish mission was looted and burned. The 
missionary escaped. 

DISASTROUS STORM. 

The Most Severe Gale Known For Years- 
Boats Wrecked-Fatalities. 

Wilmington, May 14.— Reports from 
clown the state of Delaware are to the 
effect that Tuesday's storm was the most 
severe known for years. The wheat 
fields were cut down and tho blades en- 
tirely destroyed. At Bowers Beach three 
teams were blown into the bay, but the 
horses swam ashore and were saved. 
Off the Mispillion river a score of stur- 
geon boats were wrecked and one man 
drowned. Two boats arc still missing, 
and it is feared the crews of two men in 
each are lost. In Dover many windows 
wore broken by the hail.

Seeding Operations in Manitoba. 
Winnipeg, May 14.— The rain is still 
hindering seeding operations in the 
eastern part of the province. There was 
a continued downpour to-day. 



Winnipeg, May 14.— Hon. Hugh John 
Macdonald is meeting with gratifying 
success in his canyass of the electors of 
Winnipeg, and his friends have no doubt 
of his election. Mr. Macdonald will ask 
Dalton McCarthy for the privilege of re- 
plying to him at his meeting here, owing 
to the recent attacks made upon the new 
Minister of the Interior by Mr. McCar- 
thy in the East. 

Gaspe, May 14. — Dr. Ennis, of Grand 
River, has been chosen to contest Gaspe 
comity in the Conservative interest. Dr. 
Ennis is a son of Mr. Ennis of Ottawa, 
for many years Deputy Minister of Pub- 
lic Works. 

Napanee, May 14. — Mr. Stevenson, 
ex-mayor of Napanee, has announced 
himself as an Independent candidate for 
Lennox countv. 

Belleville, May 14.— R. C. Clute, 
Q. C, has become the Liberal candidate 
for East Hastings. 

Richmond, May 14. — The Conserva- 
tives of Drummond and Athabaska 
yesterday nominated August L. Bour- 
deau of Athabaskaville, son of D. O. 
Bourdeau, ex-M. P., who defeated Mr. 
Laurier on 1S77, as their candidate. 

Montreal, May 14. — William Keyes, 
a local labor leader, has announced him- 
self as a candidate in St. Anne's division. 

Sir A. P. Caron is in tiie city and con- 
firms the report that he will run for 
Dorchester, while Hon. Mr. Angers will 
lay siege to Tarte's old seat, L'lslet. Sir 
Adolphc wired to Ottawa yesterday say- 
ing that he regretted being unable to 
accent the nomination in the Capital. 

Brandon, May 14. — A meeting has 
been called by Mr. Speers, Liberal can- 
didate, and it is supposed he intends re- 
tiring in favor of Mr. McCarthy, who 
was nominated by eleven electors lately 
at Souris. Many Liberals outside the 
city of Brandon are complaining, and 
cannot understand why such a step is 
taken, and the Liberal party thus loses 
its identity. They speak of calling a 
convention at Deloraine and bringing 
out a straight Liberal who will not retire 
so easily. Mr. Underbill has been 
spoken of. 

Montreal, May 14. — Archbishop 
Langevin was announced to preach last 
night in the parish church of St. Anne's, 
the constituency of James McShane. In 
view of his utterances on the school 
question iii Hull, Joliette, St.. Isidore, 
Laprairie and elsewhere, it vfas expected 
that he would again attack the Liberal 
party, and the church was crowded. 
Much to the general surprise tho arch- 
bishop ditl not touch the school question. 

Toronto, May 14. — Rev. Dr. Dewart, 
formerly editor of the Methodist Chris- 
tian Guardian, is mentioned as a can- 
didate for Centre Toronto. 

The Liberals met in convention, but 
yet have no candidate. W. D. 
Mathews, a prominent commercial man, 
is spoken of. In East ami West Toronto 
the Liberals have abandoned the field, 
but an anti-Remedial Conservative will 
oppose Mr. Coatsworth in the East. 
Efforts are being made to induce John 
Ross Robertson, proprietor of the Even- 
ing Telegram, to accept the candidacy. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 14. — Previous to his de- 
parture for the East this afternoon, Sir 
Charles Tupper said : " I see the Mont* 
real Witness is trying to deal with the 
suggestion that the government should 
favor the Hudson Bay railway scheme 
as being of the character of a bribe to 
the electors. From the time I first en- 
quired into that scheme I have been 
satisfied that the Hudson Bay Railway 
was a project of great importance, and 
that the time must come soon when this 
route would have to be opened. In ac- 
cordance with this opinion 1 secured the 
sending out of Captain Markham, now 
one of the most distinguished admirals 
of the Imperial service, who made a voy- 
age of inspection and declared that the 
Hudson bay was open for navigation 
during four months annually. I have 
recently received a letter "from him 
stating that he had collated and exam- 
ined all the evidence upon that Biibject 
and was confirmed in his opinion 
of the navigability of these waters 
for at least the period mentioned.' ' 

" Sir Mackenzie Bowell's government 
passed an order-in-council providing a 
grant of $2,500X00 in aid of the construc- 
tion of this line of railway as far north 
as Saskatchewan, and taking as security 
for the repayment the land grants to the 
railway as well as the government sub- 
sidy "of $80,000 a year for the 
transport of men, materials ajid 
the mails. This was two years ago. 
The present scheme is to surrender this 
proposed grant of two and a half million 
dollars and to build the first one hun- 
dred and twenty-five miles without sub- 
sidy, the contractors being ready and 
willing to go on with the work. The 
remaining section of 1123e miles is to be 
subsidized at the rate of $3,200 a mile, 
that is all." 

Said Sir Charles: " Instead of a di- 
rect advance of $2,500,000, the road is to 
be built, with the ordinary subsidy. I 
am willing to allow people to judge if 
such a proposal partakes in any degree 
of the nature of a bribe on the eve of au 
election contest." 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Hon. Mr. Daly 
and Mr. Sandford Fleming left to-day for 
England. 

Sir Charles Tupper went to Montreal 
on the same train to see Lady Tupper on 
board the steamer for England. 



TO UNITE THE IRISH. 

Archbishop Walsh's Proposals for a Union 
of Parties. 

New York, May 14.— The many fac- 
tions into which the Irish parliamentary 
party has split up Bince tho death of 
Pamell, may be united by the plan 
which was proposed some time ago by 
Archbishop Walsh of Toronto, and which 
the Irish 'National faction of America 
will follow. The suggestion is that rep- 
resentative Irishmen from every coun- 
try should meet in convention in Dub- 
lin and formuhue a plan for the freedom 
of Ireland. It is proposed to have the 
convention in September. 



Serious Fire at Peterboro. 

Petebboko, May 14.— A fire broke out 
in Meklrum & McAllister's flour mills 
this afternoon, and rapidly consumed 
the entire building and contents. It 
then spread to the Grand Trunk cars, 
which had only been recently loaded. 
These were destroyed, together with all 
the surrounding store houseB. The 
dnmage'will exceed $100,000; insurance 
about $80,000.

FIGHTING IN CUBA. 

Details of the Latest and Most Important 
Enoumer. 

Havana, May 1-1 — Meagre details 
have been received of an attack upon 
the famous Platero camp of the insur- 
gents by the column of Col. Enrique 
Scguras, which was admittedly severe 
for the Spaniards. The official re- 
port, however, places the loss of the 
troops at only one lieutenant and 
four privates killed, one captain and 27 
privates wounded, while the reported 
loss of the insurgents was 60 killed, left 
on the field, and the estimated loss 100 
wounded, carried off. Col. Seguras left 
Yuagajay at the head of his 
column on May !) and en- 
countered an insurgent ambush at 
Santa Cruz. The enemy retreated, how- 
ever, after only a skirmiih. Arrived at 
Seibabo, Col. Segura perceived the in- 
surgent infantry going towards the 
camp. The troops went in puisuit, go- 
ing forward until they came opposite the 
lofty hills and inaccessible heights 
where insurgents had built a strong- 
hold with entrenchments and earth- 
works. Here a bloody engagement oc- 
curred. ' The insurgents allowed the 
column to advance until part had en- 
tered a defile cloBe under the 
heights. In a moment the 
heights blazed with a fire of 
musketry, and there was hurled down 
upon the heads of troops a deadly shower 
of dynamite bombs and shells, which 
exploded in the ranks of the Spaniards.

NELSON.

Ii. R. Hedley has taken charge of the 
Fern mine, where the force at work on 
behalf of the bonders will be very much 
increased. 

The contract for grading and cribwork 
on the new railway spur at the smelter 
has been let to Andy Dolan, while W. 
Chisbolm has secured the contract for 
laying the track and lixing the scales. 

The bonders of the Princess have 
brought in a diamond drill from Vancou- 
ver. Work will be pushed forward rap- 
idly on the claim. 

Stanley & Gerrard have got their tun- 
nel in 45 feet on the Esperanza and are 
still driving, with prospects good. 

W. F. MeCulIoeh and his partners 
1 ave bonded two-thirds of their claim, 
tne Golden Eagle, to Edward Coidingly, 
of Victoria, for $2,400, receiving $1,200 in 
cash, tlie remainder to be paid on Nov- 
ember 1. 

Mr. W. I). Cuuimings, who holds the 
bond on the Star claim on Toad mount- 
ain, has got four men commencing a 
100-foot tunnel. At: the work proceeds 
the force will be increased.

The work of rebuilding the burned 
portion of Ainsworth has commenced. 
A. A. McKinnon and Charles Olson have 
lumber on the ground for hotels. The 
former will rebuild on the old Vancouver 
hotel site, and the latter will rebuild on 
the site of the Club saloon. 

" liob " Jackson has sold the North- 
ern Belle group of mines, in Jackson 
basin, to George Alexander, of the In- 
ternational Trading Co., for $110,000. It 
is understood a very considerable sum of 
money has changed hands. 

The Hall Mines smelter runs as if it 
had been in operation for years instead 
of a few weeks. Four shipments of matte 
were made during the week. Three hun- 
dred tons of the coke, shipped from Wales 
has arrived at Vancouver and will reach 
Nelson next week. An effort is being 
made to hurry up shipments of ore from 
Trail Creek, but the roads between the 
mines at Rossland and Trail are in bad 
shape. 

Residents of Spokane have just been 
made richer by $00,000, every dollar of 
which came out of two mines in British 
Columbia, the Le Roi and the Cariboo. 

W. F. McCulloch has completed ar- 
rangements by which ho will be able to 
keep a force of men on the Golden Eagle 
all season. This claim is situate about 
four miles west of Nelson,, between 
Sandy and Eagle creeks, about one and 
a quarter miles easterly of the Poorman. 
The ore taken out assays from $20 to

Each of the three claims which 
were so long linked toirethcr is now 
owned by a separate company, the price 
in each case having been $-5,000 cash. 

As nearly as we can learn, an option 
has been given on the War Eagle which 
runs till August 15. Since this option 
was given an offer of $800,000 has been 
made for t tie property. 

President Corbin, of the Columbia & 
Red Mountain, has ordered three ten 
wheel locomotives for service on the 
line between Rossland and Northport. 
He proposes to have the best road that 
can be built and to have equipment to 
correspond. 

The main tunnel of the Centre Star 
has had a full face of solid sulphide ore 
foi the past two weeks. The ore baa 
been of a satisfactory grade right along, 
but the full face is now high grade shin- 
ping ore. 

Tfie Columbia and Western railrond 
will be built forthwith to Okanogan lake. 
An agreement has been reached with the 
C.P.R. which insures the backing of that 
corporation. By the construction of this 
line from Rossland to Penticton the 
C.P.R. will secure a short line to the 
coast which will effect an enormous 
saving both in time and expense besides 
opening up both the Boundary camp and 
Okanogan valley farei lands. Connec- 
tion will be made with the Shuswap & 
Okanogan branch of the C.P.R. by 
means of steamers on Okanogan lake, 
Mr. Gutelius, president ami general 
mananer of the road, said: "x do not 
think any construction will be done this 
year. We have two survey parties in 
the lield now and we could not possibly 
locate a line until we have more exact 
information about the district. Besides, 
it is absolutely essential that we should 
have a Dominion charter as well as one 
from the Provincial government. We 
fully intend to go ahead with the work 
as soon as we can. 

J. II. Sussman, mining expert, for the 
C. P. R., went down to Spokane early in 
the week for the purpose of meeting the 
War Eagle people and endeavoring to 
induce them to build their projected 
smelter somewhere in British Columbia 
preferably <>n the line of the C. P. R. to 
Rossland. He is in a position to offer 
good inducements on the proposed C. 
P. R. branch from Robson. It is well 
known that the War Eagle people have 
reconsidered their determination not to 
build a smelter at present. 

The final payment on the Georgia, 
amounting to $15,000, was made by 
Joseph L. Warner on Monday. Under 
the terms of the bond it was not due 
until May L'H, the previous payments 
having been made as follows: $1,000 on 
April 8, and $0,000 April 13. The. 
Georgia now belongs wholly to Hedley 
Chapman and associateaof Victoria, ami 
they wid proceed to incorporate at. unr«. 
The mine itself is looking very well. 
Since work uas smarted on the new tun- 
nel they have driven about 25 feet, and 
have a full face of ore. * It is mostly 
silicious. but it assays very satisfactor- 
ily. The Georgia now ranks as one of 
the best speculative properties in the 
camp, and its stock will most likely be 
eagerly taken as fast as the company 
offers it for sale. 

The Josie mine is a hummer. Its pros- 
pects have been constantly improving of 
late, and now there is no room for doubt 
that it is one of the biggest mines in the 
camp and will eventually be one of the 
great gold mines of the world. In the 
main tunnel they now have a full face 
of perfectly clean ore which will average 
over $00 in gold and 5 per cent, in cop- 
per. Frank C. Boring so informed the 
Miner yesterday and his statement can 
be accepted as a very conservative one. 
Talking of the mine he said : " We have 
had a nood deal of trouble in our main 
tunnel owing to the fact that two veins 
met at a fault. We did a good deal of 
work in ore there and followed one of 
the veins about 50 feet. Then wo con- 
cluded that we were not on the main 
vein, as it neither dipped nor trended in 
the right direction. We then came back 
about -10 feet from tho face to a point 
where there was some ore in the south 
wall of the drift. We have since fol- 
lowed this vein about 25 teet, and it has 
shown a continuous body of high 
grade ore. On the recently dis- 
covered parallel vein 150 feet to the 
north wo have made three openings 
150 feet from each other. All three 
shafts, one of which is down L0 feet; 
show five feet of ore, three feet of which 
is solid copper-iron sulphide. The whole 
five feet in the three Hbafts will average 
$80 to $10 in gold and •! to 5 percent, in 
cooper. There is no doubt now that 
this vein runs right dowu the hill and

is fully as strong aa our main vein. We 
have now started a crosscut tunnel from 
our south line in the direction of our 
main working shaft, which is 250 feet 
north. This tunnel will open up the 
Le Roi vein where it runs through our 
ground, and also the main and north' 
veins. If there are any more east and 
west veins on the ground it will open 
them tip, too. The machinery which 
was ordered from the Ingersoll-Sergeant 
Drill Company List January is nearly all 
at the mine now, though part of it is 
still on the road from Trail. This ma- 
chinery consists of a 7-drill compressor, 
•10 horse-power hoist, sinking pump, etc. 
The manufacturers are to deliver it to 
us in running order, and Mr. Sword, 
their British Columbia agent, is now on 
the way from Montreal to superintend 
itsereetion. Our new office is complet- 
ed and we have moved into it, and we 
expect to have the machinery in run- 
ning order in two weeks time."

Construction work on the Trail Creek 
ami Rossland tramway still lags behind, 
and it is doubtful if the road will be in 
operation at all before the 1st of June.

I THE FIXED DETERMINATION. 

One of the two great issues before the 
people. :ind really by far the more im 
portant, is the trade question. The pol 
icy of the Government as regards trade 
and commerce is clear and well defined. 
They stand by the National Policy 
They believe in protecting and fostering 
the industries of the country. They be- 
lieve that the National Policy has v/ork- 
ed well in the past, and they aro fully 
convinced that it will work well in 
the future. They hold that protection 
to native industry is now as greatly 
needed in this Dominion as ever it was, 
and the vast majority of the 
electors are, we are satisfied, of 
the same opinion. The Manitoba 
school question agitation has for the 
moment diverted the attention of many 
of the electors from the National Policy 
It has prevented them from seeing as 
clearly as they once did the importance, 
the necessity in fact, of preventing 
native industries which have been built 
up with such care and at ouch an im- 
mense expense, being injured by the 
open and declared enemies of the policy 
of protection. 

The tone of the Liberals with regard 
to protection has, it may be observed, 
lowered considerably of late, and as the 
time for the general election draws near 
the opposition to protection proportion- 
ately weakened. But it is not difficult to 
see the reason of this. The liberal leaders, 
who are all avowed free traders, have seen 
that it is not the Conservatives alone 
who favor protection. They have found 
out that there are a great many who are 
attached to the Liberal party who look 
with great jealousy on any change in the 
tariff in the direction of free trade. Itis 
to allay the fears of these Liberals and 
to make it easy for Conservatives who 
disapprove of the course taken by the 
Government with respect to the school 
question to vote for Grit candidates, 
that Mr. Laurier and some other lead- 
ing Liberals have changed their tone 
with respect to protection and the 
National Policy. But though they have 
deemed it politic to change their tone 
their convictions are unaltered. They 
are as strong free-traders now as ever 
they were, although in order 
1.0 keep and to catch votes 
they have allowed free trade 
in their speeches and their writings to 
fall into the background. They have 
not, however, cautious and prudent as 
they have become, wholly succeeded in 
hiding their principles and intentions. 

It is admitted on all hands that the 
master mind of the Liberals in all that 
relates to trade and finance is Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright. lie is undoubtedly the 
man who will direct the fiscal policy of 
any Liberal Government that may be 
formed. Mr. Laurier admittedly knows 
nothing about business. He is the or- 
namental man who takes the foremost 
place when there is talking to be done 
and when the electors are to be flattered 
and wheedled. But when there is dec 1 ]) 
thinking to be done, and when there are 
hard blows to be struck, the fighting man, 
•Sir Richard Cartwright, comes to the 
front. And to do Sir Richard justice he 
is no deceiver, lie does not study ,how 
best he can say a great deal and mean 
very little. He has, too, the courage oi 
his convictions, and does not scruple to 
give them expression when his time- 
serving colleagues deem it prudent to 
say very little, and that little in the 
most ambiguous way. His latest utter- 
ance on the tariff question is strong and 
emphatic. It was delivered early in the 
last session of Parliament. Hero is 
what ho said, speaking not for himself 
only, but for the whole Liberal party : 

" It is not merely the policy, but the 
fixed determination of the Liberal party 



in the Dominion of Canada to overthrow 
this system at all hazards, and afcr 
very full deliberation, they have come to 
the conclusion that the best, and prob- 
ably the only really available method 
which presents itself for that prrpose, 
lies in introducing a system of perfect 
continental free trade or unrestricted 
reciprocity with the United States." 

The system he alludes to is the system 
of protection, which he stigmatized hb 
" legalized robbery." Our readers may 
see from the above declaration of the 
strong man of the Liberal party what 
the country has to expect if the reins of 
power are ever placed in the hands of 
that party. The national policy is to 
ho completely " overthrown " and in its 
place is to he established unrestricted 
reciprocity with the United States, in- 
volving as it tloes discrimination in trade 
against Great Britain and in the not 
distant future, as the Hon. Edward 
Blake declared in his letter to the elec- 
tors of West Durham, political union 
with the United States. 



"A PHANTOM OE JUSTICE." 

It is important that the electors who 
find fault with the Government because 
they endeavored to have the Remedial 
Bill passed during the last session of 
Parliament should know how that Bill 
is regarded by Mr. Lauder's supporters 
and the reason they give for opposing it 
and obstructing its passage through the 
Legislature. 

Mr. Monet is one of Mr. Laurier's fol- 
lowers. He represented the united 
counties of Laprairie and Napierville in 
tsie House of Commons. When taken 
to task u few days ago for voting against 
the Remedial Bill, he said that " lie did 
not vote for the Remedial Bill because 
he wanted justice for the min 
ority of Manitoba and not 
a phantom of justice." Like 
his leader, Mr. Monet regarded the 
Government's Remedial Bill as a half- 
hearted measure which extended only 
the shadow of justice to the aggrieved 
minority. This, no doubt is the excuse 
given by the Quebec members who voted 
to give the Government's remedial 
measure the six months' hoist. It was 
not favorable enough to the minority. It 
permitted Roman Catholic parents tore 
fuse to send their children to the Catholic 
schools, and it did not compel the Legia 
lature of Manitoba to give those schools 
a share of the Provincial educationa 
grant. In short, it was not coercive 
enough.

" A CANADIAN PLOT." 

The New York Sun hates Canada 
heartily, and it looks with dislike and 
suspicion on the Conservative party of 
this Dominion. The main object of its 
ambition is to bring about the absorj 
tion of Canada by the United States. It 
is friendly to the Canadian Liberal party 
because it believes that that party is 
favorable to annexation, and it never 
loses an opportunity of abusing and mis- 
representing Canadian Conservatives be- 
cause it has found that they are ardently 
loyal to Great Britain and because they 
are resolutely opposed to political union 
with the United States. The Canadian 
public man who is true to his allegiance 
to the Mother Country and who 
expresses a desire to see Great 
Britain and Canada more closely united 
than they are, is sure, if he 
prominent enough and able enough to 
be influential) to he the object of the 
New York Sun's abuse. Consequently 
the proposal to make Sir Charles Tupper 
Premier of Canada was regarded by that 
journal as part of a deep-laid plot, not 
only to prevent the annexation of Can- 
ada, but to make it a formidable rival 
from every point of view to the United 
States. This is what it said on the sub- 
ject in its issue of the 21st of April : 

The report from Ottawa that Sir 
Charles Tupper is soon to succeed Sir 
Mackenzie Bowell as the Canadian 
ireniier, indicates that a plan prepared 
ong ago is now to be carried out. Sir 
Mackenzie is not pliable enough to suit 
the political and financial schemers, and 
Sir Charles is needed by them as a fit 
man to put through their plot.- That 
plot was conceived by the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway party in a spiritof commer- 
cial and political hostilito to the United 
States. It would also be an important part 
of the com prehensivo scheme for colonial 
federation and the strengthening' of the

British Empire, both offensively and de- I 
fensively, which has been outlined by 
Mr. Chamberlain. Accordingly it con- 
stitutes a menace to this country which 
is |of considerable concern to us. The 
plan is that the Canadian government 
shall further aid this military and poli- 
tical railway along our Northern border 
by the purchase from it of a vast tract of 
land, otherwise unsalable, and the trans- 
fer to it of the Intercolonial railway. 
With the money obtained by the land 
sale, and the further sum which could 
be raised by bonding the Intercolonial, 
the Canadian Pacific would be able to 
pay its debts, buy steamships, make ex- 
tensions, and in other ways increase 
enormously its present political and fin- 
ancial power. 

It is a great scheme, and the descrip- 
tion of it by one of our correspondents 
as a "swindle" is perhaps justifiable. 
Undoubtedly the game is to be played 
for all it is worth to the railroad people in 
a pecuniary way; but its significance for 
us is far larger than that. It is nothing 
short of a carefully planned assault upon 
the commerce of this country and a 
distinctly hostile military movement 
against our interests. The scheme is to 
establish a fast steamship line from Liv- 
erpool to Halifax, which will connect by 
the Canadian Pacific with Pacific steam- 
ers, and thus to form a commercial and 
military highway between England and 
Asia by way of Canada. In harmony 
with it the Canadian parliament is to 
make large appropriations tor military 
defences, and the military forces of Can- 
ada are to be improved and strength- 
ened. All this is to be done with the aid 
of direct or indirect subsidies from the 
Dominion or from England, or from 
both. It is also in harmony with the 
scheme devised by Mr. Chamberlain, 
and' its animating spirit and practical 
purpose are the same. It is a hostile 
movement against us. 

Sir Charles Tupper is a man peculiar- 
ly fitted to carry out such a scheme, and 
for some time past his succession to the 
premiership has been a foregone conclu- 
sion. 

If Sir Charles Tapper succeeds in unit- 
ing Canada more closely to Great Brit- 
ain and in making this country a more 
important part of the British Empire 
than it has hitherto been, he will de- 
serve well of the people of Canada and 
his memory will be honored by loyal 
British subjects in every part of the 
Empire for ages to come. If, as the Sun 
assumes, Sir Charles is destined to make 
history for the Empire of Great Britain, 
he will be regarded as one of the na- 
tion's great men.

PEMBERTON MEMORIAL. 

The Coiner Stone of the Jubilee Hospital 
Operating Room to He Laid To-Day. 

At half-past two to-day the corner 
stone of the Pemberton memorial oper- 
ating room will be laid at the Jubilee 
hospital by Mrs. Pemberton assisted by 
the president of the hospital, Mr. Joshua 
Duvies. The late J. I). Pemberton left 
a bequest of $2,000 to the hospital, and 
it being decided that the most advan- 
tageous way of having a permanent me- 
morial was to erect an operating room, 
Mrs. Pemberton made up the sum to 
$3,000, which the building will cost when 
complete. The plans were drawn up by 
the architect, Mr. John Teague, on the 
most approved modern lines for the pur- 
pose. The new operating room is in the 
rear of the present buildings and 
joined to them by a corridor. It 
is placed so as to allow of perfect ventil- 
ation and light. The building is OS feet 
long, and joined to the hosnital by a 
corridor 50 feet long and 10 "feet wide. 
The structure is of brick, on stone 
foundations. The operating room pro- 
per is octagonal in shape, measuring 24 
teet across. In rear of it is a sterilizing 
room 12 feet by 10 feet, and there is an 
ante-room 24 feet by 10 feet, with lav- 
atories and everything complete. In the 
basement are the furnaces, one for heat- 
ing purposes in winter and the other for 
supplying on the shortest notice an 
abundant quantity of hot water. The 
heating is by direct radiation from hot 
water pipes, so arranged as to be easily 
cleansed; the floors are all laid in 
Mo aio tiles, the walls are of acme 
cement with hard finish and painted, 
and even the windows are arranged so 
that every part of the whole interior can 
be made thoroughly (dean and sterilized 
after each operation. Where possible 
the lighting of the operating room is of 
glass, both roof and sides, and alto- 
gether it is a model of its kind.

Daley, made port under sail yes- 
terday afternoon, being closely followed 
by the Penelope, Capt. Macaulay, wiiba 
catch of 4(il skins. The latter was able 
to reach Capt. Grunt's wharf at the head 
of the harbor without a tow. Two other 
vessels got in during the forenoon. They 
were the Oscar and Hattie, Capt. T. 
Magnesen, and the Beatrice, Oapt. Win. 
Heater. On the former there arrived 
790 skin':, 353 being her own catch, and 
the remaining 487 that ot the Fawn, 
which re-provisions and outfits for the 
Behring sea cruise at Clayoquot. The 
casualty which prevented the Penelope 
having a larger catch svaa f.hfl losing of a 
man for over a week. 

■run "kosalie" resumes service. 
Yesterday the steamer Rosalie re- 
sumed her run on tlie Victoria and 
Sound route, inaugurating a new sched- 
ule, which ill future makes her regular 
time of departure 10 o'clock a. m., daily 
except Sundays, an hour later than her 
former time. Her time of arrival has 
been correspondingly changed, the new 
schedule being calculated to not only 
suit the convenience of the local customs 
house but also to make better connection 
with the eastern train at Seattle. The 
time of sailing from Seattle will be 12 :30 
a. m., daily except Sundays. Externally 
the Kosalie presents the same appear- 
ance she did when last here a fortnight 
ago, but internally much improvement 
has been made during her overhaul on 
the Sound. Her deck has been veneered, 
her machinery has been all gone over 
and placed in good condition, and she 
has been painted throughout except on 
the outside, which will receive attention 
while the steamer runs. The George E. 
Starr, which relieved the Rosalie on the 
Victoria route, and previously ran on 
the Port Townsend-Seattle inland mail 
route, will for an indefinite time ply be- 
tween Seattle and Vancouver, taking 
the place of the Utopia, which, as the 
Great Northern agent explains, deserted 
the service for the Alaskan gold tields. 

EXTENSION* OF PRIVATE ENTERPRISES* 

Since the lumber business has Im- 
proved somewhat this year the Sayward 
Sawmill Company are again intent on 
participating in foreign trade. The com- 
pany did considerable of this business a 
couple of years ago, but the depression 
in the lumber market caused them to 
discontinue it for a time. At present 
the company have two large foreign or- 
ders to fill, and yesterday the first char- 
tered vessel to load at the mill arrived. 
She is the C. F, Sargent, a large Ameri- 
can ship, which made an uncommonly 
fast voyage from Honolulu, covering the 
distance in the remarkable time of 13 
days. The Sargeant isrioWin the Roads 
but will be towed into the inner harbor 
to-day by a couple of small tugs, which 
were not available yesterday, the Con- 
stance being windbound in Cadboro bay- 
on her way to Victoria with a small 
boom of logs, the Vancouver having gone 
to Nanaimo and Salt Spring Island for 
coal and wood, and other steamers being 
all busy. 

LEAKED FROM TACOMA. 

The British bark Howth, Capt. Mar- 
tin, has cleared for Liverpool from Ta- 
coma with a heavy cargo of wheat and 
salmon. There were 51,235 sacks or 
122,931.30 bushels of the grain aboard, 
valued at $77,450, and 10,003 cases of 
salmon from British Columbia, weighing 
323 tons and 1,919 pounds. The total 
value of the cargo is $127,405. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The steamer Al-ki sailed for Alaska at 
about 3 o'clock yesterday afternoon. She 
had about 200 tons of freight aboard.

ANXIETY IN SPAIN. 

Sentences of Convicted Americans— Cuban 
Rebel Shot— Return From Havana of 
Evicted Newspaper Men. 

Madrid, May 14. — There has been in- 
tense anxiety over the effect of I he deci- 
sion of the government to remit the 
cases of the convicted Americans found 
on the Competitor to the supreme court 
of naval and military appeals in Madrid, 
with a view to quash the sentences 
passed by the court martial. The gov- 
ernment thus admits that all American 
citizens are entitled to trial before courts 
of ordinary jurisdiction under the sev- 
enth article of the treaty of 1795 and the 
treaty of 1S77 between Spain and the 
United Slates, which the government 
concedes to be applicable to the case of 
tho Competitor. 

The ministerial press have so clearly 
exposed this novel aspect of the afl'air 
and have so plainly insisted upon the 
friendly way in which the American 
government simply insisted upon the 
execution of the treaties without chal- 
lenging tho right of Spain to chastise 
foreign offenders by her ordinary courtB 
of justice, that the excitement has 
slightly subsided, despite the efforts of 
the jingo press. The result of the de- 
cision of the Spanish government is to 
postpone a fresh trial ol the Competitor 
crew several months. 

Havana, May 14. — The findings of the 
court martial before which were tried 
the five men captured on the filibuster- 
ing American schooner Competitor, were 
published yesterday for the first time. 
As already cabled, all were convicted 
and sentenced to death, it has been 
ordered that proceedings be instituted 
for the confiscation of the Competitor. 

Florentine Herrar, convicted of the 
crime of rebellion, was shot at Matauzas 
this morning. 

It is rumored that Maximo Gomez, 
with a strong force of rebels, has re- 
entered the province of Matauzas. His 
vanguard is said to be near the town of 
Baro. 

Col. Segura, at the head of a Column 
of Spanish troops at Ciego Montera, be- 
tween Santa Clara and Cienfuego, has 
been engaged with a force of insurgent 
cavalry, said to number 2,000 men, under 
Carillo and Zaya, forming an escort of 
Maximo Gomez. After two hours the 
insurgents retreated leaving many 
wounded. The troops pursued the ene- 
my and another engagement took place 
vesterday morning at Arroyo Blanco, 
but no details have as; yet been received. 

Kiev Wrst, Fla., May 14. — Advices 
from Havana state that in the recent ac- 
tion between Maceo and Gen. Inclan at 
Cacacaricajara, Pinar del Rio, 400 Span- 
iards were killed, while the Cubans lost 
seventeen. Sicaras, a famous Cuban 
leader, was killed in this battle. 

New York, May 14.— The Ward line 
steamer Seguranca, Capt. Hoffman, ar- 
rived this morning from Monroe and 
Havana, bringing fifty-three cabin pas- 
sengprs. Eighteen passengers unable to 
produce certificates from the U. S. 
inedical inspector at Havana, were 
transferred to Hoffman island. Among 
the detained passengers are Messrs. 
Creelman, Lawrence and Biddle, Cuban 
war correspondents of the New York 
city papers, who were ordered to leave 
Havana by Capt.-General Weyler. 

SMUGGLING IN THE YUKON. 

Northwest Mounted Police to Be Reorgan- 
ized and Increased in That 
Territory. 

Winnipeg, May 13.— (Special)— Lieut- 
Governor Mackintosh arrived from the 
West to-day to see the minister of the in- 
terior, Hon. Hugh John Macdonaid on 
matters pertaining to the Yukon country.

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Three Houses Bobbed in One Night 
and an Unsuccessful Attempt 
Also. 



Yates Street Jeweler Captures 
Man Wearing Stolen Clothes 
and Watch. 



The monotonous round of drunks, and 
vaga that the 1 police have had to deal 
with lately has been suddenly broken 
with a rush of burglaries, no less than 
three houses being robbed on Wednes- 
day night, with an unsuccessful attempt 
addeii. 

Mr. Frank EI. Coles, who lives at 10 
Caledonia avenue, was roused from his 
sleep by Mrs. Coles, who beard some- 
body moving about the room. Mr. Coles 
woke up just in time to see a man wear- 
ing a slouch hat disappear through the 
window of the bedroom, which is on the 
ground floor. Jumping up, Mr. Coles 
made a dash after the intruder, but too 
late to catch him, and then went 
back to bed under the supposition 
that the attempt at robbery had been un- 
successful. Yesterday morning, however, 
when he arose to don his clothes Mr. 
Coles discovered that the underclothing, 
Bhiri and trousers he had worn the pre- 
vious day were missing, and he hastened 
to report the case to the police. 

A little later came another story of 
loss, this time from Mr. K. Ilenaki, of 
101 Chatham street, lie and his brother 
were wakened in the night by the win- 
dow rattling, and on searching found 
that someone had reached in and appro- 
priated a silver watch and chain that 
lay on a bureau close at hand. 

At the western end of the city a more 
serious burglary was that at Captain 
William Grant's residence on Work 
Btreet. During the night 

thieves effected an entrance by 
a window and stole a line chronometer, 
a silver-plated pitcher and several other 
articles of silver ware. The job was 
not done in a systematic professional 
style, for the burglars took plated ware 
and overlooked the solid silver. The 
house door was found open in the morn- 
ing, so it is probable the visitors left by 
that way. 

An attempt was made to enter Mr. 
John Cole's house, 197 Chatham street, 
apparently by the same thieves who had 
been successful at the other Mr. Cole's 
and at Mr. Henski's. At 197, however, 
the attempt failed. 

The police having got a description 
of Mr. Henski's watch proceeded 
to notify the jewelers in town, 
aid at Air. Lange's, who had sold 
tbl watch some years ago, they were in- 
formed that a man had been t here that 
ver.^ day trying to sell the time-piece. 
Mr. Lange "furnished the police with the 
number of the watch, and this was told 
to the other city watchmakers. 

About four o'clock in the afternoon a 
man went into Mr. S. A. Stoddart's 
jewelry store, on Yates street, and of- 
fered a silver watch for sale. Mr. Stod- 
dart was at once suspicious, and after 
mentally noting the number referred the 
would-be seller to his son across the 
store. While the man turned away to 
sho.v the watch to Mr. Stoddart, jr., the 
father glanced at his book, saw the num- 
ber of the watch corresponded with that 
given by the police and started around 
the counter to call a policeman. 

The stranger took alarm at this, and 
made a dash for the door. Mr. Stod- 
dart was after him like a Hash, nailed 
him firmly round the body with both 
arms, and" held on like grim death.

These figures show a gain in ten 
years under u high tariff of 
I134.,656 over ten years under n low 
tariff— a sum sufficient to pay the 
whole public debt of Canada, and leave 
a surplus of $10 0,000,000. And yet we 
are told by Dr. Milne, Mr. Templeman, 
and others who have not measured their 
opinions against facts, that there has 
been no progress under- a Conservative 
administration for the last seventeen] 
years!

The Halifax, Quebec, 
and Esquimalt dry docks were built at a 
large outlay. Canals were deepened and 
enlarged, and new ones are in course of 
erection. Many handsome and costly 
custom houses and postotfices have been 
built in different provinces. Subsidies 
in cash are paid to steamers plying to 
Great Britain and Ireland, France, the 
AVest Indies, Japan, China and Aus- 
tralia. 

The capital employed in different in- 
dustries has increased from $100,000,000 
in 1878 to $300,000,000 in 1S93; the pro- 
duce of industries has increased from 
$00,000,000 in 1878 to $4715,000,000 in 
1893; and the number of hands em- 
ployed has increased from 47,000 in 1S7S 
to 300,000 in 1893. The wages paid lias 
increased from $13,000,000 to $100,656,- 
1 502. The money in savings bank — of 
the people's savings — are about $20,000,- 
000; the deposits in chartered banks are 
over $200,000,000. 

I could enumerate various other evi- 
dences of the great progress made by the 
Dominion in the last fifteen years, but I 
think I have proved sufficiently that Dr. 
Milne and Mr. Templeman's statements 
as above quoted are unfounded. 1 fully 
admit that there has been and still is 
great depression in trade in the country 
attributable to local and outside causes. 
For instance, the boom in land live years 
ago in British Columbia did a vast 
amount of injury. Millions were sunk 
in unprofitable property and many per- 
sons completely ruined. The long and 
severe depression in the United States 
has injuriously affected the trade of 
Canada, but none of our ills can be 
traced to our present liscal system and 
trade policy. 

Thousands of our people contribute an 
infinitesimal amount to the Dominion 
treasury, and food and clothing were 
never so cheap as they are to-day — just 
about one-half the prices they were un- 
der our free port system from 1858] 
to lSliti, ahd under a very low tar- 1 
iff from 1800 to 1873. ' Although 
local depression may prevail, the gen- 
eral progress of the country has been 
verv great and satisfactory ; but the Lib- 
eral party have a weakness foj* running 
down their own country.

Order by U. S. Treasury Doubling the Num- 
ber Which May he Taken at 
the Islnnds. 

Washington, May 14. — The Secretary 
of the Treasury has instructed Mr. 
Crowley, agent for the Heal islands, 
that he may permit the North American 
Commercial Company to take male seal- 
skins during the coming seaslon to the 
number of 80,000, if in his judgment that 
number may be taken and still leave a 
sufficient number to fertilize the females 
which may come to the rookeries. Last
